A B utte rfly T h a t E n joys O n ly Five H oar» 
of Elf« . 
It is in August that the n aturalists 
observe the marvelous in sert which is 
born , reprod uces an d d ies in the period 
of a sin gle n ight, on the ban ks of the 
Marn e, of the Sein e, an d of the Rhin e. 
It is the ephemere of which Sirammer 
d am has written an d which is spoken 
of in Aristotle. 
The life of this in sect d oes n ot last 
beyon d four or fivo hours. 
It d ies to­ 
ward 11 o ’clock in the even in g, after 
takin g the form of a butterfly about six 
hours after mid d ay. 
It is true, how- 
ever, tliat before takin g this form it 
has lived three years in that of a worm, 
which keeps always n ear the bord er of 
water 111 the holes which it makes 
111 
tiie mud . 
The chan ge of this worm 
111 the 
water to an ephemere which ffies is so 
sud d en that on e has n ot the time to see 
it. If on e takes th« « worm in the water, 
the han d can n ot be taken away before 
the chan ge is mad e un less by pressin g 
the worm slightly in the region of the 
chest. 
By tin s mean s it can he taken 
from the water before the chan ge takes 
place. 
The ephemere, 
after 
leavin g 
the 
water, seeks a place where it can d ivest 
itself of a fin e membran e or veil, which 
en tirely « overs it. 
This secon d chan ge 
takes place in the air. 
The epla m ere assists itself with the 
poin t of its little n ails us firmly as it 
can . 
It makes a movemen t similar to 
that of a shiver, then the skin on the 
mid d le of the hack breaks apart, the 
win gs slip out of their sheath, as we 
sometimes take off our gloves by turn ­ 
in g them iusid e out. 
After this strip­ 
pin g th« * ephemere begin s to flv. Some­ 
times it hold s itself straight up on the 
surface of tlie* water on thoeud of its tail, 
flappin g its win gs on e again st 
the 
other. 
It takes n o n ourishmen t in the 
five or six hours which are the limit of 
its life. 
It seems to have been formed 
but to multiply, for it d oes n ot leave 
its state of a worm un til it, is read y to 
d eposit its eggs, an d if flies as soon as 
they are d eposited . 
In three d ays’ time on e sees appear 
an d d ie all species of ephemeres. 
They 
last sometimes un til the fifth d ay, for 
the reason that some malad y has affect­ 
ed some of them an d preven ts them from 
chan gin g at 
the same 
time as the 
others.
